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Income Tax Credit 
Approved By US Senate 

The US Senate recently approved a plan to provide an Income 
tax credit of up to $325 for tuition, books, and fees paid by stu¬ 
dents of post-high school Institutions. Final enactment of the 
plan will probably depend on decisions made by a Senate-House 
conference committee. 

THE PLAN would become available to working students and 
wives as well as to parents and other relatives. Parents with 
more than one child in college or graduate school may net a 
separate credit for each. 

Under the amendment offered by Senator Abraham Rlblcaff, 
the tuition and fee credit Is 75 percent of the first $200 paid, 
25 percent of the next $300 and lOpercent of the next $1000. The 
credit Is subtracted from the Income tax owed the government. 

This legislative jargon means that students and/or parents 
could save several dollars annually that normally are paid to 
the Internal Revenue Service. If the bill Is passed by Congress, 
In some instances the savings might make major differences In 
the ease with which an education can be financed. 

YOU CAN encourage adoption of the legislation by writing 
to your local congressmen. 

The amount of money you can save just might depend on the 
amount of interest you display. As with all things ....
